WIFE, MEANWHILE,
GOT DIVORCE, TOO

Sensational West Virginia Case
Sent to United States Supreme
Court for Ruling as to Juris-
diction—Mrs. Osenton
First Sued for $100,-

000 Damages.

The sensational §100,000 damage sult
of Mra Katherine Osenton, the former
wife of a Fayetteville, W. Va, lawyer,
against Mrs. Margaret H. Willlamson

for allenation of her husband's affec-
tion will be sent up by the United
States Circult Court of Appeals to the
United Htates Supreme Court to have
the all-iImportant question of jurlsdic-
tion settled, United States Senator W.
E. Chilton and Arthur English, of
Charleston, W. Va, and 8§ W. Walker,
of Martinsburg, W. Va, appeared In
chambers yesaterday Lo argue as to the
statement of facts and questions or
propositions of law to he certified on

behalt of Mre. Willlamson. €. Hall, of
Charleston, W. Va., represented Mrs.
Osenton.

When the sult was tried In Novem-
ber, 1912, in the United States District
Court for the Southern District of Vir-
ginla, at Charleston. the jury returned
a verdiclt awarding Mrs, Osenton $35,-
n0. An appeal to the United
Circuit Court of Appeals was immedi-
ately taken by Senator Chilton and
the attorneyvs associated with him, and
the argument on the case was made
here before the court on May 20 last.
When the cifcult Jjudges wenl into
conference on the case, they found
themselves faclng several questions
which they believed the Supreme
Court ought to pass on before the Clr-
cuit Court rendered an opinlon.

Affectionas Valuable.

Chief among these questions is that
of jurisdiction. Following the discov-
eryv of an alleged intimacy between her
husband and Mrs, Wllliamson, Mrs.
Osenton sued for divoree in the United
States Distriet Court at Charleston, W,
Va. Before applying for the decree,
however, rhe moved into Virginia in
vrder to be able to ingtltute proceea-
ings Iin the ¥Federal court. A decree
of alvorce n vinenlo wans granted Mrs.
Qsenton, Without walting for that,
however, she entercd suit for allena-
tion of affection.

The defense clalmed that the Fed-
eral courts had no Jurisdiction In the
case because the plaintiff was a citizen
nf West Virginia, as was the defendant.
Not having obtained a divorce from
her husband at that tiine, the defense
clalmed that Mrs. Osenton's legal resl-
dence was in West Virginia with her
husband, regardless of the fact that
she was actually living apart from him
In Virginia.

Osenton was en-
gaged to settle the estate left Mrs.
Willianmson by her husband on his
death. Since 1906, declared Mrs, Osen-
ton, Mrs, Willilamson had been on un-

lawfully intimate terins with her hus-
band Camping trips made by the at-
torney and his ellent figured largely in
the testimony of the cage. The plain-
tiff declared that the widow did "un-
lnwfully and wickedly alienate the love
and affection of the plaintiff's hus-
band, wholly depriving the plaintiff of
the affectlons, society and assistance
of her husband in domestic affairs.”

Judge C. W. Osenton, whose affection
was 80 highly valued, is a very promi-
nent attorney in West Virginia, and
has taken no.small part In the politics
of that State.

HEETER IS DISMISSED

Pitisburgh School Man Convieted of
X Immorality.

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 6.—8. L. Heeter,
superintendent of the Mlttsburgh publie
schiools, charged with immorality, was
dismissed this afternoon by the Board
of Bducation by a vote of 12 to 1, his
sole supporter being Miss Beulah Ken-
nard, superintendent of the Pittsburgh
Playvgrounds Association .

The  dismlssal  reads:  “We  fAnd
8. L. Heeter gullty of Immorality by
tking Improper advances and taking
unwnrrnnted liberties with women af-
ter he entered into the umylu.\'n‘u-m of
this board, and that said 5. 1. Heeter
is hereby removed from his office as
superintendent of public scliools In this

district.”

Heeter came here from St Paul,
Minn,, and achieved unenviable noto-
rlety by his actlions towards subordi-
niates and teachers, and also was
charged with a serlous offense by a
domestie in his own family.

“Renjamin Levy,"” says the report,
“who had never been convicted of a
crime, testified that at the request of
officials In the detective bureau, he
had often Induced criminals to com-
mit burglary in order that they might
be arrested. He was strongly corro-
| borated by reputable citizens, inelud-
Ing an officinl of an insurnnce com-
pany, a merchant and others,

“Levy testified that In one cnse
Deputy - Commissioner Dougherty, in
charge of the detectlve bureau, gave
him $25 with which to purchase burglar
tools, and after he aucceeded In the
burglary paid him $75 for his services.

Be Authorized to Order
Three Battleships.
[Special to The Times-Dispateh. ]

Washington, June fh—GLeorge s,
Graham, of Philadelphin, to-day intro-
duced a hbill House authorizing
the President to order the lmmediate
construction of three battleships,

These ships are to bhe as speedy and |
as powerful in armor and guns as any
now safloat in course of counstruc-
tion. No alluslon Is made to Japan's
aclivities In battleship construction, or
to gecent authorization for battleships
made by England and Germany. |

To enalle the President to lssue his
orders for the new baltleships without
waiting for action by thoe Nauval Affairs
Committees of the House and Senate, |
$15,000,000 is appropriated by the bill. |
It Is provided that the battleships shall |
not cost more than $6000,000 each |
wlithout their armor and armament.
Each ship, when completely equipped,
will cost anbout $15,000,000.

When Judge Hall ordered the hill of ¢
indietment canceled and a verdict of |
not guilty recorded, Shourds smilingly |
handed over the Iast remuant of the
securities he had removed from the
vaults anil left court with a smile on |
his face. |

The verdict of not guilty was or- |
dered after one of the most remark- |
able scenes ever witnessed In the erlm-
Inal courts of this e¢lty, It was ren-
dered at the request of the State, the
government and the bank officials.

“Your Honor,” suld Distriet Attorney
Rotan, “the officiala of the bank nre
at the merey of this man.

“The statement that the President
put out In regird to an insidious lobby
Influenced the public mind,” said Sen-
ator Weeks, “and that has its effect
upon Senators. The public believes a
lobbyist Is a bad man, and ne Senator
likes to oppose A measure if the Presi-
fdent says the lobbyists are seeking to
change it \

The Senate agreed early in the aftar-
noon to extend the time lmit for the
lobby investigation until June 28,
Members of the committee doubt
whether It can ba completed within
that thme. The new element injected
Into it to-day probably will carry the
questioning of Senntors over into next
Fentures of the so-called loh-
sugear, wool and metals and
labor aud other legislation,
then be taken up as the second
stage of the investigation,

Aot Formal Chargens.

Senator Townsend's statements in re-
lation to President Wilson were not In
the form of charges. He expressly said
that he aid not charge the President
with using improper methods, but in-
sistad that charges existed and the ac-
tivity of the President In support of
free wool and free sugar amounted to
“an undue Influence,” even if he did
not use the “big stick of patronage.”

"As the term ‘lobbyist' {s generally
understood,” he said, “and as I believe
it was used by the President In his re-
cent  statement, upon which this In-
vestigation was founded, it means one
who tries to secure or prevent legiala-
tion by the use of means that are im-
prope by lie offer or pavment of
money, the granting or withhelding of
favors, by insidious threats of political
opposition, by the use of patronage onr
rewards.

“Do you mean to say that Is lobby-
Ing " demanded Senator Reed.

“A lobbyist Is & man who attempts
uence legislation against the hon-
=&l convietion, the consclence and the
nution of the duty of the legislator,”
returned Senator Townsend, “Because
of the insinuation that a lobby exists
to influence them to vote for amend-
ments they belleve in, I think =eme
Seiators will refrain from so voting.
